Respecting American Derby possibilities 
The Tribune says: “Assurances have been 
given the Washington Park clnb that a large 
number of the best stables in the country will 
come to Chicago to compete for the American 
Derby and other rich stake honors. Tne clnb 
has carefally canvassed the sitnation and every- 
thing now seems to point to one of the most 
successful race meetings held in Chicago in 
recent years. It is asserted a great field will 
go to tbe post in the American Derby. Some 
of the famous horses of the three-year-old divis- 
ion are asserted to be snre entries and a saflic- 
ient number of these will enter to make it a 
great race. 

“The hotelkeepers of Chicago have promised 
to eapport tbe meeting, and one hotel proprie- 
tor yesterday said he was willing to pat up 
$5,030 to boom the meeting. They figure a big 
race meeting will bring them enough patron- 
age to amply repay any such expenditure. 

“Regarding the batting part of the races the 
club makes tio announcement and will take no 
cognizance of it. It ia said the ciub has re- 
ceived assurances that its meeting will be 
allowed to go on without hindrance.” 

Tbe solitary discordant note is this item 
from the Record: 

“John Hill, Jr., added a supplementary an- 
nouncement yesterday to that issued Tuesday 
night by the directors of the Washington Park 
Club. He said he ‘would sen’ what could be 
done about the rece meeting of twenty-five 
days, with the revival of the American Derby, 
announced by the club directory. Mr. Hill in 
late years has stood the dark shadow in the 
path of the club whenever a discussion of rac- 
ing took place among the members. 'Now, I 
am not ready to talk,’ said Mr. Hill yesterday, 
‘bnt of coarse yon know that I have no love for 
the Washington Park Club.’ As to what meas- 
ures, if any, Mr. Hill would take to interfere with 
the sport planned he refused to state, saying he 
knew only what had been announced in the 
newspapers, ‘It is quite probable,’ he added,

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A cablegram from London to yesterday’s Tri- 
bune. says: “John Condon, who, accompanied 
by his wife and valet, came to London six weeks 
ago for tbe purpose of being treated by Profes- 
sor Steins, the electrical expert on blindness, 
leaves for the continent at the end ef the week, 
where he expects to remain another month. 

“Condon’s sight is not improved, and the re- 
sults of the treatment were unsatisfactory^ 
Steins is undoubtedly a wizard in electricity, 
and insists he can restore Condon’s sight if he 
is given sufficient time. Condon, however, is of 
the opinion that while Steins may eventually 
discover a snre remedy for blindness, at present 
he is still in the experimental stage. 

“Condon shows a remarkable lack of discour- 
agement, and Bays, that while on the continent 
be will visit another scientist in the caring of 
blindness at Wiesbaden, and if he it still un- 
helped he will return to Chicago and continue 
to transact business through his secretary’s 
eyes, as he has done in the last conple of years. 

“Though be can distinguish only lights and a 
few objects, Condon has taken in all the sights 
of London, including the Abbey, the bridge, 
tower and theaters. H 9 declared he had de- 
rived great pleasure from his visit.” 

John Huffman is wintering a small but select 
string of thoroughbreds at his farm, near 
Greenville, 111. Mr. Huffman has a mile track 
on his place, where he prepares bis horses for 
early racing.
